Adletwr from" Ysletja, Texas, to the St. 


Louis Globe- Democrat says : 


The nation Is about to celebrate "the 


discovery of America," yet It bus voters 
to whom the coming of Columbus was 
only an incident. 
Before the Spanish 
conquest, Ysteta was a city. The Ysleta 
people had their politics, their history, 
SeYr roTeromeit, their statesmen and 
their geoerals. 
It Is much more than 400 


years next October alncrf they took their 
residence on the border of the Bio Grande 
in Texas. The community has Its leading 
citizens, and thej t»lk freely and Inber- 


They say that originally they came ftom 
the Colorado river of the west. 
Two 


branch*-, of quite » nation moved eastward 
at the same time to flnd new homes. One 
setiled a- Y»leu,ta what Is now Texas ; the 
other atSTsleta, in the present New Mex- 
ico. 
Tiey had government and they 


built cities. The Texas Ysleta prospered 
best, 
roaches and Comanches viewed 


the new nmen as Intruders, and tried to 
drive then back. They beseigcd the up- 
per colbny, and Ysl«ta In 'fpsx.fi 
was 


obliged a send a military forde to help 
ont the L-ethren. 
That force irenialned,

who sought to dHve back th<{ Tihuas. 
Then tbefipaniards came In and overran 
the conn ry. 
Tbe Tihuas accepted the 


conquest 
I 
But ««bmi»»i«r was not because -of 


superior Military jrowess. Jt was for ft 
reHrlons wason. [For a time the, relations 
ran amovthlv. The Spaniards mistook 
the natne of' tbe ocople- They thought 
they weie too tame to fight, and they 
became oppress ivt. TheiTlbuas ajrose in 
revolutio and drcve the Spsntardsout ot 
New Mexico and Texas. ] After that for 
a hundrec. years tl.ere «aa war between 
the TihuiA and thi. Spaniards. The latter 
with better armaa ent and with increaeled 
forces, gradually, worsted the former. 
The Tttrofea ftchtlng stnbftornly wlthdriw 
from the! ancient city of Chihau gave up 
their field* and vineyards and their elab- 
orate irrigation ay i tern and moved east 
ward, even across the Pecos river. They 
built new towns and made a stronghold 
in the Hn co mountains. Hucco has been 
Americanized Into i Waco. In thfe Hucco 
mountains the last -battle with the Span- 
lards was?£v&ht. And when the so-call- 
ed "conqi sfdes" tl-%d of trying to subdue 
the Ttrmai the latter, manv of them, mov- 
ed back tc their beloved Ysleta, repaired 
the dltche and remade the city. 
This is Hstory riot ns it will be found in 


the books, but as it Is told to-day by the 
best men af Ysleta, than whom tjie United 
States basuno better assimilated citizens. 
Until twenty veara ago the Tlliuss fought 
the ApacBes,' their hereditary inemtes. 
Peace was. established as tbe result of a 
brilliant dtmpaign. 
In the language Of 


the Interpreter the Tihuas "did them up In 
great shap*." When it is remembered how 
mnch trouble the Apaches have given the 
United States soldiers by their wily ways 
and desperate tactics this victory of the 
Tihuas appears the more remarkable. 
According to tbe story told at Ysleta 


by tbe locqf chronicles of tbe Tihuas, the 
Apaches scrpriaed and1 murdered two ol 
the Puebloa, at wha*, is now Carriiio sti- 
tion, on th i Texas and Pacific railroad.

When the sound 
IB followed to what menu to be the source 
it is heard again, .bnt coming f nan some- 
wlierc else. 
These Uree raps can be 


heard at intervals. Sometimes they seem 
to come from above and sometimes from 
below. They are such raps as might pe 
made by striking the rock sharply with a 
hammer. 
After the raps comes a whis- 


tling or hissing sound. Nobody has ever 
been able to account for the rapping*. 
All Indiana of whatever tribe give the 
eavei a wide berth. The location of this 
mystery is northeast (if El Paso about 
twenty-five miles. 
And now lor the explanation of the 


submission of thbse people to tbe Span- 
birds, an act on which U based misappre- 
hension of their character. Not long ago 
a gentleman familiar w ith Aztec lore vis- 
ited .Ysleta in Texas. 
He brought to- 


gether the chief men of the Tihuas and 
made them & speech. In the course of 
the remarks, which were interpreted sen- 
tence by sentence, the visitor told the leg- 
end of Cnetzaicoatl. The purpose was to 
judge of the effect of the narrative upon 
the TUtuns and to determine their possible 
relationship to the Aztecs. 


Cuetzalcoatl was the Aztec god of air. 


His functions were those of a priest. 
Many of his teachings aa described by the 
Aztecs, closely resemble tbe doctrines of 
the Christian 
rellztoft. 
CtKazalcoatl 


taught the art of wort i of silver. He edu- 
cated the Aztecs In agriculture, trained 
them an the weaving of cloth, gave them 
forme of worship, and Infculcated the Idea 
of making sacrifices onlyj of flowers. And 
when the god had thus tabbed fab work 
he saHed eastward on a, raft of snakes, 
promising to return some time. When 
Spaniards landed their croae-cmblaioned 
banners, their religious customs and their 
manners brought back the memory of the 
god of air. The navlvef were sure that 
Cuetz»lcoatl had come again. They made 
haste io welcome. 
They submitted to 
Spanish dominion until it grew tyrannical. 
Cortez got In his cruel work before the 
rolataker was discovered. 


Thus the story of Cnerzalcoatl was nar- 


, mted to the Tihuas of wefeCorn Texas for 
I the first time by a white man. In the 


I audience were men of great age. Their 


I excitement Increased us the narrative pro- 


gressed. As soon as the end was reached 
there was a commotion. The listeners 
looked at each other and then at the speak- 
er. Tney conversed together in an excited 
manner. They turned to ' tbe interpreter 
and wanted to know where the white man 
had learned what he had told. Then they 
said that the story of Cuetialcoatl was 
one of j their most sacred memories, and 
they did not dream it was known to any 
but themselves. Finding that he knew so 
much, tbe Tihuas told many things going 
to aho4r their common origin with the Az- 
tecs of Mexico and Yucatifo. They told 
of the sacred fires which had been burning 
centuries for the return of the god. 
They 


confirmed the theory that It was the be- 
lief in the return of CueC7a[coatl, which 
had prompted their submission to the 
Spanish yoke. 
These Tihuas pay taxes and vote; they 


fulttl all the duties and exercise ail of the 
privileges of American citizens. Ai the 
same time they preserve tbe old form* and 
offices of Aztec self-government. But the 
latter Is now social rathe- than political. 
The Az|tec government Is a reminiscence. 
The Ideal government. is American. 


Perhaps the Tihuas are the original 
long-horns. "X" is Interchangeable with
